Superannuation Fund. This fund is maintained by an endowment from the consolidated revenue, by a moiety of fines inflicted by the courts 
of petty sessions, by a deduction not exceeding 2} per cent. from the pay of the force, and, when the foregoing sources are insufficient, by fu 
grants in aid from the consolidated revenue.

Tt As only a part of the potato crop, viz., 6,670 acres had been dug when the statistics were collected, an estimate has been made of the remainder of the yield, based on averages deduced from actual information received in response 
to car 8, from the principal growers. The average of the 6,670 acres dug prior to the general collection of the statistics was 2°69 tons per acre ; and that of 11,709 acres, returned by principal growers after such collection, was 2°56 tons 
per acre, giving a general average for the whole season of 2°58 tons per acre. Hence the estimate of the total produce is based on the average yield of 18,379 acres—or, nearly one-half of the whole area.
